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THE NEW BIRTH A MIRACLE |

“A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within 
ou; and I will take away the ston, 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I will 
put my spirit within you and cause 
you to walk in my statutes, and ye 
shall keep my judgements and do 
them.”—Ezek. 36: 26-27. 


The direct promise of this text was 
to God’s chosen people, though its 
chief application is to the New Testa- 
ment age. Ezekiel, first a priest, then 
a prophet, wrote from the captivity 
of Babylon, so the prophet saw the 
day when Babylon, then treated as 
a unit, would become Scripturally, the 
individual of today and Babylon would 
become Spiritual rather than geo- 
graphical, and each and every indi- 
vidual would go or stay away as he 
was fitted. The same fact applies to 
Egypt which once held the people in 
bondage, the good and the bad, from 
which one could not escape by him- 
self. But thank God now Egypt is 
Spiritual and each individual is at lib- 
erty to observe his first passover, 
beat a triumphant retreat out of the 
bondage of sin, and put the Red Sea 
of New Testament conversion between 
himself and his taskmaster. Praise 
God for the NEW HEART of our text. 

God’s chosen people in those days 
were only those whom He had chosen 
as a nation, but now He takes every 
single son and daughter of Adam’s 
lost race, if He can get them to come 
for a new heart. 

There are undoubtedly more people 
in the churches of today (including 
ours) in the captivity of Babylon than 
there are in the bondage of Egypt, be 
cause they have passed out of bond- 
age and have been taken into captiv- 
ity by the worldly things of this life. 
There are many thousands who are 
in bondage yet, having never been 
converted. It is sadly true that the 
usual methods of getting people into 
the church, and habits of thinking on 
the NEW BIRTH, results in myriads 
of respectable and conscientious peo- 
ple in the number calling themselves 
Christians and yet they are absolute 
ly untouched by the saving GRACE 
of God. They have chosen God, and 
are chosen of Him in a way, and the 
promise of our text is to them and for 
them, but for lack of proper under- 
standing of the promises and chiefly 
because the doctrine of regeneration 
for the individual HEART has_ not 
been brought out clearly to them, they 
are strangers to the miracle of the 
NEW BIRTH. They are strangers to 
the miracle of the regeneration with 
its inward witness. The new birth is 
a miracle. When Jesus Christ talked 
with Nicodemus He taught him that 
a man must be born again. To a man 
outside of Judaism, seeking the wav 
of life eternal, such leaders as Nico- 
demus was, He didn’t hesitate to 
give definite instructions. Hear him, 
“Ye must be born again,” ye MUST 
be. He became a proselyte of the 
gate, observing the seven rules of or- 
dinances, devotion, reverence, chas- 
tity, mercy, honesty, and, humanitar- 
ianism, coming down from Noah. He 
also becomes “proselyte of justice,” 
joining the Jewish Church and receiv- 
ing its ordinances including a cere 
monial washing which was typical of 
his passage from the impurities of his 
heathen life to the wholesome cleanli- 
ness of pure Christian religion. It was 
coming from one world to another, so 
to speak, when a man became a prose- 
lyte of justice; but it was all an idea 
of externals which was, and is, good 
as far as it goes, but it doesn’t go far 
enough. So the Lord forcibly taught 
Nicodemus the truth, that a man 
MUST be BORN again. Yea that he 
must not only be born of water, be- 
coming a consistent member of the 
Church, but also of the Spirit. “BORN 
FROM ABOVE!” Ye MUST be BORN 
again. 

The new birth is a divine work; it 
truly is a miracle, but nevertheless a 
true and conscious fact to the new 
born babes in Christ. It cannot come 
by schooling or any scientific or reli- 
gious formula. No wonder the second 
rate philosopher has staggered at re 
sults of the new birth, when he has 
been brought face to face with facts 
he could not deny. Some say that our 
supposed change of heart is just mere- 
lv a superstition, they say it is con- 
trary to mental sclence for a man 
hardened with the habits of sinful, 
degenerated life to be changed in- 





wardly in a month, or an hour, yes 
in a moment to a happy, hilarious, 
God intoxicated, holy child of the 
King. But I have proved that Science 
is wrong to my entire satisfaction. 
We now love the things we had neg- 
lected for-years, and hate the things 
we had indulged in and adored for a 
lifetime. Hallelujah! The new HEART 
of our text is a miracle. Look at Mary 
Magdalene, possessed with seven 
devils, afterward a devoted humble 
follower of the Nazarene. Look at 
the man among the tombs possessed 
with legions of devils, at home shout- 
ing and praising God for freedom and 
telling the home folks about the great- 
est Holiness preacher that ever walk- 
ed the shores of Galilee. 

I have heard men trying to preach 
Holiness who could no more preach 
on the new birth and a new heart 
than a parrot could sing “Jesus Lover 
Of My Soul.” Too many are trying to 
preach the Holy Ghost baptism to sin- 
ners (and they seem to get a few 
thru in that way) who know nothing 
of this new birth. I have met a num- 
ber of Holiness professors who could 
not tell me where and when the 
change was made; they had no defi. 
nite knowledge of the heavenly birth 
and the NEW HEART. The same 
way with some men trying to pre-e 
on the BLOOD cure for sin and then 
simply haven’t the experience. A man 
can’t climb above his experience. He 
may hollo the NEW BIRTH. he 
may hollo the BLOOD, but it is one 
thing to say a testimony and another 
thing to possess the blessing. The 
common run of preaching today, is 
to make a noise and kill time and if 
the new birth and the blood cure is 
ever mentioned, it is only in a 
casual way, just speaking in the air. 

There is a class of church goers 
who are so formal that they say a sud- 
den change of the heart, if it occurs 
at all, is an accident, but there is no 
accidents with God. I had a man to 
tell me recently that he never knew 
the taste of intoxicants, never swore 
an oath, was always truthful, never 
had a difficulty witb his fellowman; 
he has a perfect record, he is clean 
outwardly and morally and he says, 
why should I be lost? what have I 
done that God will refuse my an- 
trance to heaven? You may rear your 
children in this manner, which is 
food as far as it goes, but I said to 
this fine young man, unless you are 
BORN again and from ABOVE, have 
the miracle of this DIVINE work 
wrought in your heart, you are just 
as much lost as a bank robber or a 
horse thief. Outward morality and a 
religious profession is the order of 
the day. You may reform, resolve, 
vow and go to church regularly, and 
do and just keep on doing, but with- 
out this miracle performed in your 
very life and soul, you are no more a 
child of God than you are the Prince 
of Wales. When you experience the 
new heart in the text, tho’ you naven’t 
been professing all these years, the 
critie will see that there is a wonder 
performed in your soul which is be 
neath the surface, yea, the miracle of 
GRACE is within your HEART; a 
fountain of JOY and PEACE will 
break forth that a thousand earthly 
fortunes can not induce to turn you 
to serve again the things you once 
loved. Oh Glory! there is an inward 
witness which fills and thrills the 
entire being with a perfect heart 
knowledge of the things of God. You 
believed them before, while you were 
morally good, because of the collater- 
al evidence with which you had been 
surrounded and while you were out- 
wardly. righteous you could get some 
consolation from these. facts, you 
could make self partially satisfied 
because of your profession and activ- 
ity in religious circles, but now when 
God gives the NEW HEART, you 
KNOW your Redeemer liveth. We 
know that we have passed from death 
unto life and Christ abideth in us. 
We speak no longer our opinion or 
what we have heard, but we are wit- 
nesses oursetves. Then we are true 
witnesses, the courts of the land will 
allow a witness to tell only what he 
knows about a case and not what he 
has heard. Oh say brother, what do 
you know about the miracle of the 
NEW BIRTH? 

Many today are able to sustain 
their profession to Christ without a 
change of HEART, and it is easy for
